This Eclipſe happens in the third Declade of 
Piſes, a Sign of the Watery Triplicity , which de- 
notes Robberies and promyſcuous Kapines, both 
by Sea and Land; the Death of the Ignoble and 
Meaner ſort of People, Seditions, Rumours of 
Wars, the Etuptions and Overflowings of Sea 
Banks, the Deſtro&1on of Vegitables, and Crea- 
tures living in the Waters. But before I do pro- 
ceed farther; (ne thing there is remarkable in 
the Scheme beforegoing, in which Saturn is ex« 
alted above all the reſt of the Planecs (not in 
Eſſential Dignities, but) in reſpe& of his poſi» 
cion in the Scheme, Viz. His being within one 
Degree of the Middle Heaven. So that his being 
exalted above Jupiter, Lord of the Revolution, 
denotes the untimely Death of ſome Noble man 
or great perſon ; but as he ts exalted above /ars 
alſo, it may be a means of betcer Succeſs.
